Columbus, Sept. 17.—Governor Don* 
•b e y has made an effort to secure 
lower freight rates on Ohio mined 
coal and thereby enable Ohio mines 
to compete with those in W est Vir­ 
ginia, Kentucky and Tennessee. 
The governor’s first step was to 
direct Attorney General 
Crabbe to 
prosecute, on behalf of the state, coal 
freight rate cases now pending be­ 
fore the public utilities commission, 
with a view to removing the zone 
freight rate 
differentials, which 
at 
present 
operated 
to the 
benefit of 
mines in adjacent states. 
If it Is es­ 
tablished that the utilities commission 
is without authority to abrogate these 
gone differentials in Intrastate traffic, 
Donahey directed Crabbe to bring the 
situation before the interstate com­ 
merce c< nmission at W ashington in 
an effort to adjust freight rates in 
Ohio. 
The governor’s action was taken 
at a conference with mine operators 
and leaders of mine workers lure. 
The governor cited in suppoit of his 
daim that Ohio mines are diserimin- 
i1 ated against in freight raft s, the fact 
that the rate on Ohio mined coal from 
* th e mines to Columbus ia $1.20 per 
ton, as against $l.o9 for West Vir­ 
ginia coal. 
The mileage on Ohio coal 
shipm ents is but 81, as against 283 
on 
the 
W est 
Virginia 
shipments, 
meaning that Ohio coal coats 15.18 
mills per ton per mile to ship, as 
against 6.67 mills per ton mile for 
W est Virginia coal. 
Based on the 
W est Virginia rates, Ohio coal should, 
cost but .55 mills per ton per mile to 
ship, he argued. 
Donahey told the mine conference 
that he would do anything 
in 
his 
power to bring about better condi­ 
tions in the Ohio coal fields and of­ 
fered to call a statewide conference 
1 of chamber of commerce heads to 
discuss the saving of the Ohio coal 
Industry by the purchase by Ohioans 
of Ohio coal. 
He point'd out that the 
federal courts in Indiana and Illinois 
have guarani cod the right of state 
commissions to fix 
the 
intrastate 
freight rates on coal, and contended 
th at if such is the case in those two 
states, the same application could be 
made In Ohio. 
As a result, Indiana 
and Illinois coal is far cheaper in 
those states than foreign mined coal 
and mines of those sections are in 
full operation. 
A similar application 
of the law in Ohio would bring about 
a re-opening of Ohio mines and would 
mean cheaper coal and full-time em­ 
ploym ent for thousands of Ohio min­ 
ers who are now' idle.
